It takes time and money and nerve 
strain. On the other hand il ought to furnish some educa- 
tion to the people from th. dis< uvsion of great questions 
and it certainly affords some amusement like (he horse 
races and base hall games ! 

The Republicans have nominated good if not really 
great men, but on a platform which the Democrats can 
easily surpass. We hope the coming campaign will be 
marked bv calm debate and constructive discussion. 
Both parties seem more anxious to capture the offices 
than to carry out any program lor the public good.

It ia 
not that eastern Europe does not 
vvi.nl to work— most of the people 
through this, vast territory are in- 
di -Irious and used to hard work, 
but. with all the factories shut 
down, and all the industries closed, 
there is literally nothing for them 
ti do. So that there follows un- 
employment and starvation on an 

i npre lenled scale. Disease breeds 

on malnutrition, and typhus and 

'other epidemics are seeping in 
wherever the wheels of industry are 

stopped. 

Legions Starving 

"The reports that have been corn- 
in. in to the League of Nations on 
tin* proposition are staggering, and 
ever since I returned from Europe 
fi mi- weeks ago.

Washington.- -Intereat In the PSBSSj 
cratlc national convention which will 
meet In San Kranclscn June 28 Is In- 
creasing. Awhile hack It looked as If 
there might not be any ronalderahle 
number of candidates for the presi- 
dential nomination, but now there la a 
fair prospect of a goodrsl7.ed field. It 
seems reasonably certain that the fob 
lowing men will be formally placed 
In nomination: William (J. MrAdoo. 
New York ; James M Cox. governor of 
Ohio; A. Mitchell Palmer. Pennsyl- 
vania, attorney general of the fnltad 
State* ; Robert L. Owen, senator from 
Oklahoma; Edward L Edwards, gov- 
ernor of New Jersey; (illbert M. 
Hitchcock, senator. Nebraska ; Hoke 
Smith, senator. Georgia, and John W. 
Davis, Went Virginia, aiubnssadot 
from the United States to Oreat 
Britain. 

Some persons would add Thomas It. 
Marshall, vice president of the United 
States, to this list, but the vice presi- 
dent continues to Insist that his nnme 
will not go before the convention In a 
formal way with his consent. Other 
persons would add the name of Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, hut Mr. Bryan 
has not yet Indicated that he will en- 
ter the convention as a formal candi- 
date though It Is generally understood 
that he Is not without hope. 

Few Instructed Delegate*. 

The convention will be made up very 
largely of unlnatrueted delegates. 
Early In the year the federnl adminis- 
tration let It he known that It hoped 
the policy of sending unlnstructed 
delegates would he observed, nnd the 
ISf/Mat has been very generally re- 
si tod I'mler a long standing Demo- 
cratic convention rule. It will require 
the vote of two-thirds of the delegates 
to nominate. There Is considerable 
agitation on In favor of revoking this 
rule. I, nt the same agitation has been 
evident Just prior to the meeting of 
every- Democratic national convention 
for many years and has always failed 
to produce results. So the prevailing 
view Is thai 

for the mmi 

When It comes to prophesying as to 

the probable nominee of the conven- 
tion, dlftlcultles nre encountered. It 
Is pretty generally assumed that the 
administration will be In control of 
the convention. It has been said by 
persons who ougiit to know whnt they 
are talking about that President Wil- 
son Is more concerned In the platform 
utterances of the convention than In 
the candidate, but It Is a safe ;os* 
that he Is Interested In both platform 
and candidate. 

While not an unusually large num- 
ber of otbceholders hnve been chosen 
as delegates to the San Francisco con- 
vention. If wlU In all probability turn 
out that the keen politicians iitnotii' 
the federal oltlceholders will be on 
the grisind and In charge of the Im- 
portant development*. A great many 
Democrats, ami also a considerable 
number of Itopubllcnlis would be glad 
to have Information as to the proba- 
ble wishes of the president with re- 
spect to the cnndldatg. At one time 
It wn* ; ssimicd that Attorney (Jenenil 
Palmer was the favorite of the ad 
ministration, but there are representa- 
tives ,,f the party who question thl*.

The Incumbents of 
offices are to he transferred at 
present salaries to the accounting de- 
partment. 

Fighting Child Labor 

Tn nbollsh child labor not merely 
by prohibiting employment but by 
providing suitable education Is the 
aim of the stay-lu-sx'hool campaigns 
now being carried on or completed In 
M stnte* in I'o operation with the chil- 
dren's bureau of the department of 
labor. The campaign Is to Ik? followed 
In the fall by a back-to-aohool drive 
In order to round up the children who 
fall to reiwrt at the opening of school, 
since the Influence of vacation work 
in lending to permanent withdrawal 
from school has beeu strikingly shown. 

An encouraging fetiturf of the euro- 
palgn Is that six of the states taking 
part In It tire among the ten In vvhlcti 
more than "Jo per cent of nil the chil- 
dren between ten and lltteni years of 
age are regularly engaged In agricul- 
tural work, ltural child labor, whlcb 
Involves three fourths of all the child 
workers in the country, is the moat 
difficult form of child exploitation tc 
reach, it is subject to no legal regu- 
lation except through school attend- 
umv luvvs, and these are, aa ti rule, 
liunlequnte ami poorly enforced. In 
three of the six states mentioned, thf 
percentage of illiterates over ten year* 
of uge represents more than oue-flftb 
of the total population. The other 
three stales have Illiteracy rates) con- 
siderably higher than the country at 
a whole. 

Work earned on in Many Ways. 

The campaign Is being curried on la

Kiiurtvs. Moving pictures and slide*, 
are being utilized In some plucea t« 
show the harmful effects of too early 
work and the advantages of schooling. 
Poster* and leaflets urging children tc 
liuike wider use of the vocational 
courM-s offered In local schools are be- 
ing distributed. Leader* In vocui tonal 
guidance and placement work are giv- 
ing talks to seventh and elghth-gradt 
pupil* ou the advantage* which school 
tinliiing gives when the boy or girl 
enter* the working world.

fT.cient if the pigs were on a good 
legume pasture. 

Mineral Matter for the Pig 

To make good bone development 
possible, and this is very necessary, 
the pig must have plenty of mineral 
matter in the ration. Certain feeds, 
such as tankairc, skim-milk, clover 
and alfalfa, contain a large percent 
of mineral matter. Corn contafhs 
very little. Regardless of the kinds 
of feed being used, however, it is 
an excellent plan to keep a supply 
of some mineral mixture in a trough 
or box where your pig can. help it- 
self at any time. A mixture of the 
following, materials is good for this 
pcrpose: 

2 bushels slack oca) or charcoal 

1 bushel wood ashes 

2 quart* slaked lime 
2 pounds salt 

4 pounds sulfur 

Don't forget that your pig needs 
a great deal of pool fresh water

tensions constantly in course of 
coiisturclion. 

A quart of milk a day is the ideal 
ration, no mailer what other food 
is eaten. Less than a pint should 
not be allowed, save in those rare 
i'i»lances where a child is pro- 
nounced by a competent medical 
authority lo have an antipathy to 
milk But tins 14 so seldom en- 
c. 1 nterod thai no mother should 
W her chil. I s apparent distaste for 
milk prevent her from insisting on 
Its inclusion in the daily menu. 

If Hie child is not fotnl of Ihis in- 
valuable f..o.| in, its rsw stain. It 
may be given in custards, puddings 
and jiinkel and in milk 1 Hut 
the milk should never he allowed lo 
cime |o a boil. fo r this changes tha 
f .rm of some of its solids and Is 
apt to produce constipation. And 
it is imperative that Ihe young 
body dispose of its waste every day. 

In order that this vital function 
t.isy be easily .controlled, and be- 
cause ripe fruits provide valuable 
n -moral sails for the building of 
expanding bones and muscle tissue, 
Ihe child of kindergarten age should 
Bat freely of some ripe fruits. 

Not all fruits can be given to
